PITTSBURGH. Jan. 22,—Ameri­ 
can industry would welcome an in­ 
vestigation into charges th at it is 
re.sponsible for holding up the n a ­ 
tional defense program, it was claim­ 
ed today by George H. Bucher, presi­ 
dent of the Westinghouse Electric & 
M anufacturing Company. 
"We would welcome such an in­ 
vestigation." he told reporters d u r­ 
ing a meeting of 200 Westinghou.se 
executives, called to cordinate the 
company's defense efforts. 
"We think industry has thrown 
itself into the whole fabricating sit­ 
uation and that, generally speaking, 
people don't realize the problems 
which arise.” 
Westinghouse. he declared, deliv­ 
ered approximately $18,000,000 worth 


of national defense materials in 1940 i 
and 'Will at least triple its defense ' 
production in 1941. 
' ‘ 
In the past few months, he said, 
the company has hired over 6,000 
additional men. most of whom have 
been trained by the company itself j 
for defense work. 
A. W. Robertson, chairman of the 
board of directors of the company, 
declared: 
"Soon, even the most severe critics 
will see 
results that will .satisfy 
them. 
"Any other war was chfld’s play to 
what we have to meet in this war. 
And the more difficult the offense 
and defense of modern war the more 
time it takes to get ready for it." 
Bucher declared th at far from be­ 
ing "overly fussy," the federal gov­ 
ernm ent "has been very helpful" in 
the national defense work.

The tem perature of the hum an 
body 
stays 
at 
about 
98 
degrees 
F ah ren h eit both sum m er and w in­ 
ter. if we are in norm al health. The 
wise thing to do in w inter is to 
try to keep ck-thing from in terfer­ 
ing as little as possible w ith this 
norm al tem perature. 
If, while wearing heavy clothing, 
we work or p¡ay indoors a lot, we 
are alm ost certain to perspire. Then 
if we go out into the cold, this 
perspiration evaporates quickly and 
the evaporation chills our .skin and 
w ith it the blood in the blood ves­ 
sels just below the skin. 
T his def­ 
initely reduces our resistance to in ­ 
fection, 
by 
lowering 
the 
body’s 
tem perature. 
If you work indoors, or if you are 
going in and out a lot during w inter 
it is wise to wear light, alm ost sum - 
m er-w eight clothing and rely for 
protection from the cold on a heavy 
ovf reoat. 
C h i l d r e n 
particularly 
should be guarded 
against 
over­ 
dressing. 
There is such a thing as under­ 
dressing in winter, too. 
I t’s no use 
to take issue w ith the dictates of 
fashion but I am sure th a t girls 
and women get bad colds, influenza, 
pneum onia, from the chills they 
suffer in w inter because of inade­ 
quate clothing, and I offer this h int 
to women; woolen panties will never 


be seen, and they will keep you a 
whole lot warm er and a lot h ealth ­ 
ier. 
I m ust address a word also to the 
m others who dress children in win­ 
ter in short stockings and skirts or 
trousers, leaving 
the 
knees bare. 
This is a practise th a t can produce 
nothing except harm. 
It should be obvious th at proper 
heating and proper ventilation are 
necessary for good health in winter. 
Yet I know m any hom es are over­ 
heated 
with abnorm ally dry 
air. 
M any w ith hot air heating systems 
have no provision for restoring to 
the atm osphere, the m oisture th at is 
taken out in the process of heating. 
This dryness of the air causes ex­ 
cessive evaporation from the skin 
and it 
ls especially hard on the 
mucuous m em branes. 
It causes us 
to take cold more easily. 
There are all sorts of heating and 
ventilating system s th at are auto­ 
m atic in theory but need constant 
attention 
and 
regulation, 
if 
the 
health of the users is to be protect­ 
ed properly.

Jan. 22—The pa­ 
triotic response by young men in 
Pennsylvania w'ho have voluntarily 
enlisted in the United States Army 
appears to be an old established 
custom in this Commonwealth ac­ 
cording to records in the Archives 
Division of the State Library, which 
functions as a division of the De­ 
partm ent of Public Instruction. 
Old records show th at compul­ 
sory m ilitary training in Pennsyl­ 
vania dates back to 1775. 
On July 
14 of th a t year Congress directed 
th at the Colony of Pennsylvania 
raise four companies of riflem en to 
be formed into a batta\jon. 
These 
companies were prom ptly filled to 
overflowing and they imm ediately 
set off on their m arch to Boston. 
M any citizens went along with the 
soldiers as independent volunteers. 
T heir nam es were not entered on 
the rolls and they claimed the priv­ 
ilege of paying their owm expenses 
and returning at their pleasure. 
But conditions have changed. The 
first volunteers had inadequate food 
and insufficient clothing and there 
were not even enough arm s and 
am m unition to supply the enlLsted 
men.

food for the boys in 1775.
